REUTER (PEKING) REPORTS BUSH TELLING SMALL GROUP OF

THAT HE FACES "ONE HELL OF A CHALLENGE,” THAT 

PRES' CIA OFFER CAME AS COMPLETE SURPRISE. SAID 
IMPROPER NOW TO DISCUSS NEW JOB IN DETAIL, BUT SUMMED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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IT UP AS IMPORTANT, COMPLICATED AND SOMEWHAT CONTROVER- 
SIAL." ADDED, "I BELIEVE WE MUST HAVE A STRONG CIA." 

DECLINING DISCUSS RECENT DISCLOSURES ABOUT ILLEGAL

BUSH PROFILES IN WP, CHITRIB, WSJ, NYT, PHINQ; ALSO, 

REUTER. BUSH/RUMSFELD PROFILES IN PHINQ (AP) 

AND NYDN - LATTER TERMING THEM "GOOD PARTY AND FORD 
MEN." 

NYT'S SHABECOFF REPORTS BUSH’S NAME AMONG THOSE WHICH 
IMMEDIATELY SPRANG TO POLITICIANS' MINDS AS POTENTIAL 
VP CHOICES. CHITRIB S KELLY CITES REPORTS THAT SEN HUGH
